With the fine drying weather of 
the past two weeks the grain in 
both swath and stook is sufficiently 
dry to allow threshing and combin- 
ing, and wherever farmers can get 


on the fields spring harvesting is | 


under way. In fact considerable 
grain has been threshed in’ the 
Didsbury district this past week. 

Damage from mice has been ex- 
tensive and losses of 50 per cent 
and upwards have been reported, 
Yield generally is fair despite this 
mice damage, and grades and 
bushel weights are better than ex- 
pected in most cases. 

CROP PROSPECTS FOR 1952 

The following report in the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool Budget deals with 
crop prospects: 

Most of the farming area of Al- 
berta has an abundant carryover 
of moisture from last year, and 
from that standpoint crop prospects 
appear to be very good. It is esti- 
mated that the moisture content of 
the soil is 35 percent above normal. 

Seeding is likely to be delayed 
in those areas where harvesting of 
the 1951 crop has yet to be com- 
pleted, and prospects are that the 
wheat acreage in this province will 
be as large this year as last year. 
In dact wheat acreage may be in- 
creased somewhat.

“There is a continuing need for 
a steady flow of good recruits to 
maintain expanded corps and units

Officer, said on a periodic visit to 
Didsbury on Monday, 

Capt. Jardine said the general 
response to special recruiting drives 
has been excellent. However, he 
pointed out that the Army now has 
more than 45,000 active force sol- 
diers and that a large monthly 
intake is required to maintain this 
level and provide for rotation of 
troops abroad, 

During the spring of this year 
the Army will be bringing home 
several thousand troops who have 
served one year in Korea, Similar 
rotation for troops now in Europe 
will take place next fall, To pro 
vide replacements for these men 
and ensure that no soldier is sep- 
arated from his family for more 
than one year overseas the Army is 
secking a regular flow of young 
men interested in a military career 
with the chance to serve in Europe 
or the Far East.

SPRING TUNE-UP FOR TRACTORS | 


Whether the tractor has been us- 
ed all winter or not, this is a good 
time to check the machine and have 
it in top operating condition — for 
spring work. C.A. Cheshire, Exten- 
sion Agricultural Engineer, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, offers 
the following suggestions. 

The lubricating system should be 
flushed and refilled with new oil of 
the proper viscosity, and naturally 
this should be done while the en- 
gine is warm. Mineral or premium 
oil should not be replaced with 
heavy oil unless proper changeove; 
procedure is followed, 
Transmission oil should be chang. 
ed every spring,.and manufacturers | 
recommendations, as set forth in| 
the instruction book, should be fol. | 
lowed. 


Fuel level in the carburetor 
should be checked at least once a 
year, and adjustments made to keep 
it at the required height. As a rule 
this can be most easily done by a 
mechanic or serviceman. If neces. 
sary it can be done at home simply 
by using a rubber hose and short 
length of glass tube. If the fuel lev- 
el is too high, heavy fuel consump. 
tion and carbon accumulation §re- 
sults, While a low fuel level gives 
a lean mixture with high tempera 
ture and possible valve damage. 

The ignition system should be 
checked, spark plugs regapped or 
replaced, wiring examined and the 
timing checked, Detailed instruc. 
tions for such check-up procedures 
are generally given in the opera: 
tor’s manual supplied with the trac. 
tor, 

In addition to checking the lubri- 
cation, fuel and ignition systems, | 
the whole machine should be 
cleaned, and the clutch, brakes and 
steeting adjusted. Doing this work 
now can save both hours and dol- 
lars in the spring when the rush is 
on,

NATURAL PARKS FOR TOWNS 

Kerry Wood, popular writer of Red 
Deer who has published several ar. | 
ticles and books on wildlife in}

TAME GRASS PASTURES 

Farmers in the dry prairies are 
advised to make greater use of 
tame grass pastures. The recom- 
mended tame grasses of today, says 
the Swift Current Experimental sta- 
tion, display a level of feed value 
as high as the native grasses and 
can be expected to produce twice 
as much feed. Native grass past- 
ures ordinarily vield from 200 to 
500 pounds of dry weight forage 
per acre; crested wheatgrass will 
vield from 500 to 1,000 pounds. 

_In addition to crested Wheatgrass, 
newer grasses such as Russian wild 
rye and intermediate wheatgrass 
are now recommended, Russian 
wild rye is a very drouth resistant 
plant which does not “brown.-off" 
in midsummer as does crested 
wheatgrass, It maintains a high nu- 
tritional value well into the fall 
and shows speedy recovery after 
dry seasons, heavy grazing and cut 
ting. 

Intermediate wheatgrass has cree. 
ping roots like brome, but is more 
easily established. It is generally a 
heavier yvielder than brome.

Service Board Convention 

At the recent convention which 
was held in Edmonton there were 
District Agriculturists, Field Super. 
visors and farmer board members 
from all over Alberta. Service Board 
matters and problems were discuss- 
ed by various officials connected | 
with the Department of Agriculture, 
Co-operation between District Agri- 
culturists and Field Supervisors 
came in for a thorough discussion. 
It was pointed out that since the 
D.A. is an employee of the govern. 
ment, and is a well-trained man, 
he is usually in a position to give | 
advice concerning technical prob- 
lems connected with farming. He is | 
an authority on livestock and grain | 
and is trained specifically to be of 
special assistance in these matters. 

The Field Supervisor is an em. 
ployee of the Municipal Council 
whose appointment is approved by 
the Department of Agriculture. He

OF HUGE ASBESTOS DEPOSIT 


High on a mountain in the north. 
Western corner of British Columbia 
there is a 300-acre area jutting out 
from the side like a green blister on 
a desert. From a distance it has the 
appearance of a patch of peas in a 


bed of limestone and slate, growing | 


strangely in a wilderness, 

For the past 80 years, prospectors 
have sighted it, examined it, then 
passed on to search for something 
“valuable” as they tested, then dis- 
carded particles of a formation 


which has been described by an 
Indian as “rock with hair on it.” 

The outcropping they passed up 
is now the basis of a multi-million 
dollar mining proposition. 

The “rock with hair on it” is as- 
bestos and marks the location of 
what geologists have claimed may 
be the world’s largest known asbes.
